i. The latter in his. "Timothy Titcomb 


Letters," while lie wrote much that encour- 


gecl tlio young toward a higher and better 
lia, did not encourage unhealthy, irnpossi- 
>lo or preposterous ambitions. But rather 
:id he advise the study of the reasonably 
.ttainable, n direction of tho aiais, hopes 
.nil ambitious of life toward tho higher and 
letter, but always within the bounds of 
eason. In other words, ho approved of 
ito /lying, but did not believe in cutting 
'ic string. 
Now. as a business man, it is quite sight 
nd naturalthat you should have an nmbi- 
ion to increase your business nnd to look 
forward to the day when you will bo the 
proprietor or a large wholesale establish- 
ment and doing a bigger trade than acy of 
your competitors.

Place Denfert Rochoreau at !i quarter to 
one, and tocoruo provided with candles, 
says a Paris letter to the I-Yovldouco 
Join-no/. Promptly at tho hour our party 
arrived at tho place, in tho canterof which 
stands tho colossal 
lion of liartboldi, 


erected "a lit defense nationale." There 
was already qtiito a stir about the en- 
trance gates, as these visits occur only on 
the first and third Saturdays of tho month, 
and tho number of visitors is consequontly 
large. Tho scono becii.rr.0 stiil more an- 
imated, as fresh arrivals wore coming 
from all directions in voitnres and CUT- 
riages, while tho tramwuy.^ deposited thoir 
quota. Tho breaks, with Cook's tourists 
on board, made a noisy irruption on tho 
place, drawing up with a nourish of whips 
tiud a groat clatter of their four and six-in- 
Iiands.

Tbe houses of the natives are all nn]nb<irei 


in tago figures, painted fn black over thu 
front and only entrance to their honiea, tif 
cumbers running consecutively. This met- 
ropolitan feature -was Introduced by cm 
Captain Glass, a Unites States military 
officer, then stationed at Sltlca. and was in 
animated an a military measure before tie 
oivll jfoveramont was established, and for 
the purpose of locating; and identifying a 
truant Indian child when absent from tlio 
Indian school during the hours of its session. 
At that time the Indian children were com 
polled by the military authorities to attenc 
school, oach scholar being obliged to wear 
tag raado of tin and fastened by moans of a 
string around the nock.

A few fines were found suffi- 
cient and had the effect of procuring a 
prompt and punctual attendance of all the 
children. This means was found necoessay 
in order to ovuiecome the antipathy of the 
pari'iitB against 
having- thulr children 


educated, and thereby drawn away from 
the ancient customs, traditions and methods 
ofliving of their race. 
This custom Los 


fallen into disuse since the establishment of 
civil government in May, 188-1. Theparonta' 
have como to know and understand tho 
beiioilta derived from the education of their 
children, and ore now quite ready to lend 
their assistance in compelling- them to at-i 
tend the fichool. The tcrrc of school com- 
mences in September of each year, and con-! 
Hnr.es forty-four weeks. 
There are ten 


teachers and one hundred and five scholars,- 
with about equal proportions of boys and 
glrlB, running Iu age from i-vo to eighteen 
yearn, and representing tho several trades 
of Southwestern Alaska. They aro taught 
the primary English branohea, and tho boye 
arc also instructed in blaotasroithlng, cooper- 
ago, cabinet mating and carpentry, while 
the girls are taught sewing, knlttlnjr, cook- 
ing and various other household duties.—

establishment, on Michigan uvcouc, thero 
is at present a coach ol generous propor- 
tions with tho spokes of the heavy wheels 
bent in and Iho paint worn of! in places, 
says Uic Chicago A"™*, It looks odd and 
cumbersome anonj the trim', dapper buj- 
fries which .surround it: something, in, 
fact, as an elaborate ixnd oratoriciilgcntlc- 
iniiTi ol! the old schools \vouM upnccr sur- 
rouiulcd by a co:ttpap.y of lattor-day dndc.H. 
This concU ivas made by the United States 
Ciovevcmont especially fo:' the uso of Gen- 
eral Lafaveue dtr.'iuij his stuy in America 
In 182.1 and ISM.

The hood hus circular ribs oC wood over 


which tbe lea'.hcr rises nnd falla like Lhc 
sea i:i a grand swell. Tlie aides of the hood 
have no curtains, for the ribs run down to 
the Biles of the box, but ihere I» a curtdiu 
in the rear ir.iil the hood folds back much 
after the manner of modern carriages. ThJs 
hooilis lined \viih a bite, diagonal cloth 
about the coli):- ol that use£ for the trousers 
of tho oUlcera of the United States army. 
Tho scats aro upholstered with a rich, heavy 
cloth of '.he fi:i:no tint, with bordermgs of 
yellow and rei} gimp about three inches in 
v;iOth. Though the box 13 narrow it could 
accommodate four persons, though one 
must iaiag-jnc the General sitting up soli- 
tary and sharp-eyed on the scut of honor. 
Tho doors open toivurd the front wheels, ir.- 
sLead of away from them, as is now usual, 
antl on their, arc nca'., pockets, which may 
well have eontaincd memoranda during the 
CJcncval's famous journey across the coun- 
try from Battalo to Albany. The carriage la 
slung on sti'aps of loatluM-. and ihe springy 
arch J.'ko the neck of a sr/an sndarc mario 
or bands of nccJ; T>roLectcd l)y Icathtii', The 
reach is curved und tho supports numerous 
and heavy. 
Small lanterns guard the 


driver's seat, "below which i* a curving foot- 
board ot a small cutter. The rear whccin 
are a third higher than the front ones, and 
the silver plates chac cover the huge hubs 
bear repeti iior.s of thjjj inscription :

Tlic wholo la painted black, picked out 


about tho reach and spokes with what must 
ODCC have been mahogany red. At QIC rear 
is a leathern seat for an outrider, and so 
high, do the marvelous springs rise that 
they furnish arms to Lhc scat. Ornaments 
of silver in a rambling scroll pattern deco- 
rate, porliocs o( the coach, and braided 
leather is used about the coachman's soac. 


This old carriage was a car of triumph to 


the old General of seventy, Lhoujrh II, is to 
be feared It held weariness as well as pride. 
For. Lafayette waa over seventy years of 
a£C whoa he received tho invitation from 
tho American people which made him the 
"Guest of tho Nation," aa the dignitaries 
used to say when they toasted him. From 
Buffalo to Albauy the much-feted old man 
was allowed neither pause nor sleep. Dis- 
tinguished citizens leut their horses as re- 
lays. Every meal was a banquet at a dif- 
ferent town. Sometimes ihev were eaten, 
in the rrJddlo of the night. Guards of citi- 
zens accompanied the carriage out of each, 
village, and only left it when it was met by 
o'uher escorts. Everywhere cannon ivere 
fir£d, fireworks illuminated cities nnd for- 
ests alike, maidens strewed flowers, old 
gentlemen drank toasts to no end, martial 
music was, played, the women cooked 
luncheons, and the very babies stood aroTtad 
in rows and' shouted ''YTelcomc, Lafay- 
cUc!" 


No sooccr would the poor old naa curl 


down in the corner of the seat for a rap 
Lhac, according lo Levasscur, his volumin- 
ous secretary, he would be aroused by the 
cries of citizens ar.d would be ;' amazed at 
tho splendor of the illumination ttat met 
his eyes and overcome ut Ihe enthusiasm of 
tho loyal people who had gathered to wel- 
come him." 


But when tho Qeueral got to Albany he 


tvaa allowed to go lo bed and aet-jaUy In- 
dulge in a night's sleep.

Durinj the long- days of summer, the. 


Russian peasants live almost without 
sleep, except that which they snatch at odd. 
moments— it roeal-tLne especially. Natu-i 
rally they acquire a facility in falling asleep 
any where, and Mr. Robert Bremner gives, 
o rather entertaining sketch of their per- 
formances in thnt lino, In his "Excursions. 
to the Interior of Russia." Some of our 
numerous suffers from insomnia may well- 
read it iriih envy. Poverty and hard man-' 
ual labor have at least some compensations. 


TVhat struck us most In regard to these 


slumbering scenes was the suddenness. 
with which the men fell into repose. Somo 
people are said to be able to command 
sleep the moment they court its favors;. 
and the Russian peasants would seem U> 
have the same power, for he is asleep as 
soon ss his tools are thrown down. One mo- 
ment of uho vacant hour is given to a 
scanty meal (an onion and a piece of rye 
bread need but little can-icg) and all tbe 
rest is bestowed on what, next to drinking, 
seems to be their favorite dissipation. 


Tho positions they choosa for this purpo»a 


arc often most .surprising. 'VThcro a piece 
of pavement is under repair, in a crowded 
street, you may KCO them sleeping among 
the stones and'mud, liable to be run over by 
the lirst wheel. 
A droschky-man f»l& 


asleep standing by his horse's shoulder, and 
leaning his head on the poor animal, which 
never moves an ear for fear of disturbing 
him. 
In sliorl, a Hussion, sleeps in every 


attitude, and on every kind of bed— sitting- 
or standing— on the top of dung-carts, or 
perched on a load of stones. Sometimes the . 
post which he takes up is still more danger- 
ous. We have seen workmen stretched on 
the ridge of some roof which they had been 
repairing; auc! passing along the quays, you 
may see them at any time soundly asleep on 
the narrow parapet, where, if they turn but 
from the right side to the left, they have not 
,in inch to save them from rolling into tho 
deep river below. They may even bo seen 
fast asleep in the sun ou tho narrow edge. 
of a loaded bavgc, near the strongest part 
of the stream; yet so sound is their repose.. 
that though you watch them Ull their short 
hour is out you will not sea them move liz&b. 
or feature, " Tell the- peasant of his danger- 
ill thus exposing nimnelf, remonstrate vriUi' 
Mm on his rashness, and ho -will not under-! 
Btand you .Mo does cot know what fear is ; 1 
his fatalism make* biei careless of life.
